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Information 


INTRODUCTION 


The Ontario Arts Council’s Creative 
Artists in Schools program provides 
grants to professional artists for pro- 
jects with students and teachers 
throughout Ontario. 


OBJECTIVES 


Creative Artists in Schools projects 
enable students to explore and de- 
velop their individual artistic talents 
with the guidance of a professional 
artist, in a school setting. 

Through their association with the 
artist, students and teachers can de- 
velop increased awareness and appre- 
ciation of the arts and the creative 
process. 

This program is not intended to 
implement formal courses, but rather 
to complement and enrich the existing 
curriculum. 


GENERAL GUIDELINES 


e An artist can apply for one project 
per deadline. 


e Creative Artists in Schools projects 
can take place: 


— anywhere in Ontario; 


— inany recognized educational in- 
stitution, including native, 
private and special education 
schools; 


— with students from kindergarten 
to grade 13. 


e Projects can be initiated by the 
artist or a school. The artist may ap- 
proach an educator (teacher, principal, 
school board consultant) with a pro- 
posal; or an educator may seek out an 
artist to carry out a project. 


¢ Collaboration between the artist 
and the school representative in the 
planning and scheduling of the project 
is essential. 


¢ To allow for maximum involvement 
and participation by the artist, stu- 
dents and teacher(s), projects must fill 
a minimum of five full school days, 
and can be longer. Projects need not 


take place over consecutive days. 

¢ The OAC makes grants to indi- 
vidual artists through this program 
and not to schools or school boards. 


ELIGIBILITY OF ARTISTS 


To be eligible for funding, an artist 
must: 


e be practising as a professional in 
his/her chosen artistic field (full-time 
students are not eligible); 


¢ be producing original work in vis- 
ual arts, crafts, literature, theatre, mu- 
sic, film, photography, video, dance 
etc; 


¢ bea Canadian citizen or permanent 
resident; 


e have lived in Ontario for at least 
one year. 


HOW TO APPLY 
The artist should submit: 


1. A completed application form, 
signed by both artist and school and/ 
or school board representative; 


2. A concise, current resume outlining 
artistic and other training, educational 
activities and professional achieve- 
ments. Include information about any 
previous Creative Artists in Schools 
projects or other school-related 
activities; 


3. Support material, demonstrating 
expertise in the artist’s field. This ma- 
terial should be clearly identified, 
professionally presented, and selected 
to best represent the artist’s work. 


e Visual Artists and Craftspersons 
should submit fifteen (15) 35mm slides 
of recent work in a plastic slide sheet, 
marked (This Way Up), numbered, 
initialed, dated and described on the 
Slide List form supplied. 


e Artists in other disciplines 
should submit samples which illus- 
trate their expertise, e.g. video cas- 
settes, audio cassettes, scores, books, 
scripts, films, photographs etc. This 
material should be labelled and de- 


scribed on the Document List sup- 
plied. In the case of audio or video 
cassettes and films, a 10-15 minute 
segment should be submitted. 


e The Arts/Education Office will 
take all reasonable care of work 
samples, however it cannot be held 
responsible for loss or damage. All 
work samples will be returned after 
the jury process. 


¢ Documentation of previous in- 
school projects should be included. 


4. A description of the proposed 
project, written by the artist, devel- 
oped in co-operation with the school 
representative. The description should 
include the following information: 


e The artist’s approach to ensure 
individual student creativity (maxi- 
mum opportunity should be given to 
ensure individual student work and 
creative development); 


e benefit to students, teachers and 
artist; 


e grade level and number of stu- 
dents involved; 


* space, materials, and equipment 
required; 


* timing and scheduling (i.e. the 
amount of time to be spent with each 
group of students, and any special 
time-table arrangements required); 


e detailed schedule showing num- 
ber of sessions, number of students in 
each session, hours and days in- 
volved; 


e any safety precautions required 
(i.e. photography and print-making 
projects may require special precau- 
tions with toxic chemicals or gases, 
ete); 


¢ indication of any special arrange- 
ments/activities which may comple- 
ment the project (e.g. involvement of 
parents, other teachers, rest of school 
community etc.); 


e any other useful information, 
such as special programs at the school, 
efc.

HOW APPLICATIONS ARE 
ASSESSED 


As there are not enough funds to 
assist every artist who applies to this 
program, grants are awarded ona 
competitive basis. Decisions on appli- 
cations are made by the Council on 
recommendation of a jury. The jury 
assesses each application and is com- 
posed of both artists and educators 
chosen for their expertise, general 
knowledge and experience with the 
Creative Artists in Schools program 
and the classroom situation. The edu- 
cators on the jury serve as resource 
peopie to provide needed information 
about Ontario schools. The jury con- 
siders the following: 


e The artist’s professional back- 
ground and achievement, as docu- 
mented by a resume and samples of 
work; 


e The proposed project, and how 
closely it fulfills the guidelines of the 
program; 


e The geographic location of the 
school or school board and the artistic 
resources available in the community. 


HOW APPLICATIONS ARE 
FUNDED 


A. Artist’s Fees 


As a guideline, the Ontario Arts 
Council recommends an artist’s fee of 
$175 per day. This fee acknowledges 
planning and preparation time. Note: 
Artists requesting more or less than 
$175 must provide an explanation. 

If the artist’s application is 
approved, the Ontario Arts Council 
will contribute towards the artist’s fees 
on the following basis: 


Projects in schools which have not 
participated in the CAIS program 
since the 1983/84 school year: 


e OAC contribution: 75% of artist’s 
fee, up to a maximum of $2,625; 


e School/board contribution: 25% of 
artist’s fee. 


Projects in schools which have par- 
ticipated in the CAIS program since 
the beginning of the 1984/85 school 
year: 


e OAC contribution: 65% of artist’s 
fee, up to a maximum of $2,275; 


e School/board contribution: 35% of 
artist’s fee. 


B. Project Costs 


¢ The OAC will contribute up to $220 
towards costs of materials not avail- 
able in the school. 


e Artists requesting assistance with 
project costs must submit a detailed 
budget. 


e The school and/or board are ex- 
pected to provide basic materials. 
e Note: The OAC does not cover costs 


of documenting the project with slides, 
photos, etc. 


C. Travel Expenses 


e The OAC will contribute up to $750 
to assist with travel costs if an artist 
must travel more than 100 km round 
trip from his/her place of residence. 


e The OAC will consider travel assis- 
tance over $750 where excessive dis- 
tances are involved. Artists should 
submit a detailed budget of these ex- 
penses. 


DEADLINES 


There are three deadlines for projects 
during the 1989/90 school year: 


June 1 
for projects starting after September 1 


October 2 
for projects starting after January 1 


January 15 
for projects starting after April 1 


Applications must be postmarked no 
later than the deadline date. Late 
applications will be returned. 


Notification of the Council’s decision 
will be mailed within eight weeks 
after the deadline, so please plan 
accordingly.
